Indication he had changed his 
irnnd on any political issues. 
Talking with reporters at the 
White House, the New York 
governor: 
1. Said

•‘pretty good” that Vice Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon will get 
t h e 
Republican 
presidential 
nomination. 
2. Reaffirmed his own will­ 
ingness to accept a draft for 
the top place on the ticket, but 
again rejected with emphasis 
proposals that he accept the 
vice presidential nomination on 
a Nixon ticket. 
Rockefeller said be and Ei- 
aenhower 
discussed 
“politics, 
international affairs, and the 
President's forthcoming trip to 
Ja pa n” while thev breakfasted 
alone in the White House din­ 
ing room. 
NO TALK ON ROLE 
But, Rockefeller said in re­ 
sponse to queries by a horde 
of newsmen, such questions as 
his own possible candidacy, the 
pressure on him to be Nixon's 
running mate, and a possible 
major role for him at the GOP 
convention in Chicago, never 
came up in the conversation. 
Asked what political matters 
were discussed. Rockefeller re­ 


plied be "would hope that the 
President would say something 
about tha t” since he— Rocke­ 
feller— felt the courtesies of 
the situation forbade him to 
tell. 
Rockefeller 
said 
he would 
refuse any major role in the 
Republican convention because 
he wanted no possible misun­ 
derstanding that he might be 
making himself available for 
the vice presidential nomina­ 
tion. The governor said he had 
done his best to clarify his po­ 
sition on the vice presidency 
but “apparently there are a few 
diehards 
who 
don't 
believe 
me.” 
OPTIMISTIC 
“ Do you think a Republican 
president will be elected in the 
fall?” a reporter asked. 
Rockefeller paused 
briefly, 
smiled, and replied: “ I'm al­ 
ways optimistic.” 
He added, that "the chances 
are pretty good, as things stand 
now. that the vice president 
will get the nomination ” 
The meeting was requested 
by Rockefeller. 
The New York governor was 
gracious, 
shook 
hands 
with 
every reporter as he left the 
executive 
mansion, but 
gave 
them very little information. 
A reporter asked: 
“ Do you consider yourself 
any more a candidate for the 
Republican presidential nomi­ 


nation than 
you 
did yester- 


i day?” 
Rockefeller: "No, I wasn't a 
candidate yesterday and I am 
not today.” 
NOT MENTIONED 
As for the vice presidential 
nomination, 
Rockefeller 
said 
I Eisenhower respected his dec- 
i laration that he would not take 
the vice presidency, “and nev­ 
er mentioned it to me.” 
The governor said his deci­ 
sion to refuse the No. 2 posi­ 
tion was based simply on his be- 
! lief that he could be more use­ 
ful as governor of New York 
s “than in a standby position in 
Washington.” 
A reporter asked: 
“ Would you like to use this 
forum to announce your sup­ 
port of Vice President Nixon0 
Rockefeller paused, then re­ 
marked: “Well, I hadn't plan- 
: ned to.” He smiled again and 
dropped the subject.

The meals they eat will be 
the same as those served their 
children at lunch— daily at the 
Hall School, and three times a 
week 
at 
the 
Larkspur-Corte 
Madera 
and 
Neil 
Cummins 
schools. 
On one point there is no 
controversy. The lunch itself— 
a frozen entree in an aluminum 
throwaway container — is far 
different from the first fare 
served school children in the 
United States when, in 1853, 
the Children’s Aid Society in 
New York fed all who attend­ 
ed their vocational school. 


14 VARIETIES 
Fourteen 
varieties 
of 
the 
lunch are served, supplemented 
by milk, fruit, bread, butter 
and sometimes a vegetable, The 
menus include fried chicken, 
hot 
dogs, 
hamburger, 
meat 
loaf, stew, 
m a c a r o n i 
and 
¡cheese, fish and turkey. 


Leading the popularity list 
among the children is the hot 
dog, with servings hitting more 
than the 200 mark at the larg­ 
er schools. 
Packed in Los Angeles, the 
food is shipped to the Marin 
Food Lockers, where it is stored 
about one month ahead of the 
day it will be used. 
The fact that it is revolution­ 
ary is about the only point on

SEIDEL CREDITED

company under way. It was Sei­ 
del's interest in the program,

him to launch the system about 
a year ago. 
On the other side of the pic­ 
ture is J. M. Hemphill, super­ 
visor of the State Department 
of Education’s school lunch pro­ 
gram.

j tion of surplus food donated to 
school districts by the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. 
Costw’ise,

backers argue that doing away 
with the need for expensive 
kitchen installations and labor 
will bring the cost of the pro­ 
gram down once it is more 
widely accepted. 
As to the quality of the food 
used in the lunches, Hemphill 
said it was his personal opinion 
that it fell short of what it 
might be. 
"The fish and green beans, 
for example, when heated to­ 
gether, took on one another’s 
flavor to the point we couldn't 
tell them apart,” he said.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Let's Try To Find Better 
Collective Bargaining W ay 


Recent strikes, like the steel strike, 
and threatened strikes, like that against 
transportation, have brought the matter 
of labor's rights into the thinking of 
many who hadn't considered it before. 
How far should an organization be 
able to affect the public good for its 
members' good. Has any one group the 
right to tie up the whole nation0 
Answers to these questions arc bas­ 
ically tied into one other question, how 
far do the rights of union members go 
before they conflict with the rights of 
the other citizens of this country? 
There has been much talk about this 
in recent months, both by labor and non­ 
labor persons. Answers obtained so far 
all have a distinct flavor of their source. 
It was refreshing, therefore, to hear 
a suggestion from a labor leader aimed 
at trying to find some real answers. 


John Despol, general vice president 
of the California Federation of Labor, 
CIO-AFL. spoke recently to the Indus­ 
trial Relations Section of the Common­ 
wealth Club. 
He proposed establish- 


ment of a Hoover-type commission to 
study collective bargaining. 
“ Such a commission, representing 
the Senate. House, management, labor, 
and a few qualified ncihral experts, 
would be asked how to improve the 
process of collective bargaining, to im­ 
prove unions, and to improve industry,” 
he said. 
“ Such a commission, established by 
Congress, would follow the procedure 
used successfully by the Hoover Com­ 
mission on governmental efficiency, 
with task force teams and staff to work 
out and examine the tools needed for 
collective bargaining in the years ahead. 
“ It would seek areas of agreement, 
looking for new solutions from an over­ 
all approach.'' 
That sounds like a sensible sugges­ 
tion. worth trying. We'd all like to see if 
some answers couldn't be found by such 
a group. 
We hope, however, that if they should 
find solutions, that they could be made 
more effective than have the sugges­ 
tions of the Hoover Commission.

In your editorial “ It’s time 
to give thought to our feel­ 
ings of war,” vou state Amer­ 
icans “ fear war today means 
the destruction of civilization” 
and yet imply that we also be­ 
lieve “ freedom is more im­ 
portant than peace, even some 
one eise’s freedom.” 
While freedom remains an 
ideal to w hich we can respond 
it is time to re-examine its 
meaning 
and 
methods 
of 


achieving it. Fighting for free­ 
dom today means surviving, 
for there "can be no freedom 
in atomic war, nor for those 
w'ho might remain. 


As a nation we have not 
been afraid to fight for what 
we believe is right, but let 
us remember wc are a part 
of a world community which 
has this same tradition. 
Even with survival at stake, 
actions of our government in­ 
dicate we are not afraid to go 
to war. But the important 
question is: are we afraid to 
fight for peace? 
Fighting for peace means 
having the 
courage to 
go 
against our tradition of re­ 
verting to violence. It means 
having the wisdom and cour­ 
age to change our values, our 
thought and feelings. Cour­ 
age to say: war is madness, 
and cannot possibly achieve 
anything we value. 


Are we to face possible ex­ 
tinction of the human race 
because nations do not inter­ 
pret their values in the same 
way, nor allow different ideas 
to co-exist? 


While basic human needs 
of food and shelter are uni­ 
versal. the value system each 
nation 
evolves 
to 
achieve 
them is different. When na­ 
tions 
abstract their ideals, 
using concepts such as free­ 
dom, honor, justice, etc., we 
cease 
to 
understand 
each 
other because each nation in­ 
terprets these values in the 
light of their own history and 
culture. Could there e v e r 
come a time when honor, free­ 
dom, etc., would have the 
same meaning for all? 


Our experience with democ­ 
racy shows us the necessity 
of respecting the right of peo­ 
ple to believe what they like, 
and the possibility of living 
peacefully together without 
agreement. This same concept, 
which we know' works, must 
nowr be carried into our rela­ 
tions with foreign countries. 
Let us work to establish world 
law, not world war.

They are t r y i n g to 
shield the minds of the Rus­ 
sian people from his memory. 
They censored his living. They 
censored his dying. They are 
fearful that the stirring and 
unsettling influence of this 
talented and fearless man will 
be as great after his death as 
it was in his lifetime. 
The Soviet dictatorship can­ 
not keep the Russian people 
from thinking and it cannot 
keep individual Russians from 
th in kin g i n d e p e n d e n t 
thoughts. But the dictatorship 
is determined to keep the So­ 
viet people from having ac­ 
cess to the independent think­ 
ing of other Soviet people and 
from the outside w'orld. 


THIS IS THE chief tool of 
the Kremlin dictatorship, this 
screening from every media 
of print and speech of nearly 
everything except, what the re­ 
gime wants its people to know 
and believe. 
You can see how worried 
the Soviets must be concern­ 
ing the state of p o p u l a r 
opinion when you consider 
the lengths they w e n t to 
smear the reputation of Pas­ 
ternak and to try to immunize 
the Russian people from his 
influence. 
He was no flaming propa­ 
gandist. He was not advocat­ 
ing the overthrow of the re­ 
gime. His great novel. “ Doc­ 
tor Zhivago.” was not a prop­ 
aganda novel directed against 
the 
government. 
Compared 
with the indictments of some 
aspects of American society in 
the works of such American 
authors 
as 
Upton 
Sinclair, 
John 
Dos 
Passos, 
Sinclair 
I/Owis. and John Steinbeck, 
“ Doctor Zhivago” was gentle 
and muted criticism. 


BUT PASTERNAK was a 
free spirit, a radiant and in­ 
dependent spirit, a man who 
had such respect for the in­ 
tegrity and sovereignty of his 
individual fellow man that he 
had to speak out at the regi­ 
mentation of his country. 
“ Doctor Zhivago” was the 


cry of a brave and honest 
soul against the betrayal of 
the Russian people’s revolu­ 
tion against Czarist repres­ 
sion and the substitution of a 
more evil and pervading re­ 
pression in its place. 
Pasternak wTote mildly but 
without fear. 
Evidently the Soviet dic­ 
tatorship could not abide the 
mildest criticism because it 
is afraid of people who are 
without fear. Such fearless­ 
ness is catching. It could en­ 
courage 
others 
to t h i n k 
thoughts of t h e i r o w n , 
thoughts not entirely in the 
image and likeness of what 
the regime wishes to pre­ 
scribe. 


ALL THIS MAY shed some 
light on why Premier Khrush­ 
chev leapt at the opportunity 
to keep President Eisenhower 
from visiting the Soviet Union 
and 
having 
access to 
the 
minds of the Soviet people — 
as Mr. K. had access to the 
minds of millions of Amer­ 
icans. 


Months ago, A l e x a n d e r 
Kazanacheyev, a young Soviet 
defector, predicted that some 
means w'ould be used to turn 
aside the Eisenhower visit. 
“ The Soviet government,” he 
said, “ is not interested in al­ 
lowing foreign guests, espe­ 
cially one as prominent as an 
American President, to pene­ 
trate the mental iron curtain.1
